Columbus, Feb. 21.—(By The A. F.

Republican state leaders and Intro 
fluced by Senator Price, Republican 
Akron, and the other by Senator 
Bender, Republican, Cleveland, chair 
man of the senate elections com 
mittee were before 
the state leg 
islature toflay. 
Both were intro- 
duced late yesterday. 


The measures while identical in 
the first fifteen of the 22 districts 
and differing only slightly in the 
others, would completely upset the 
present arrangement made by a re 
districting bill passed in 1913 under 
the first administration of Governor 
Cox. 
Another redistricting bill was 
passed under the succeeding admin 
Istration of Governor Willis, but it 
was defeated by a referendum and 
consequently never became effective 
There also was introduced a bill to 
eliminate the dangers of monoxide 
gas poisoning by requiring all stoves 
ourning gas. gasoline or kerosene to 
be equipped with pipes to carry off 
the poison and prohibiting the sale 
after July 1, 1923, of stoves not so 
equipped. The bill was drawn at the 
suggestion 
of State 
Director 
of 
Health J. E. Monger and was Intro 
auced in the house of represents 
tives by Representative Herbert of 
Franklin county. 


The senate starting at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon was prepared to wres- 
tle with the minimum wage question. 
The issue will come up on a motion 
of Senator Burke of Elyria to sub 
stitute a. minority report of the com- 
mittee on labor, signed by Burke and 
a?d«Bender of Cleveland and Adair 
of Wayne county and recommend- 
ing the Burke minimum wage bill for 
passage, for the minority committee 
report recommending the substitu- 
tion of a resolution by Senator Burch 
of Akron for the appointment of a 
joint executive committee to inves- 
tigate the entire subject of minimum 
wages. Should the majority report 
be adopted, wHIch supporters of the 
Burke bill predict, Senator Maude 
C. Waitt, Cleveland, is prepared to 
offer an amendment to the Burch 
resolution, requiring the joint com- 
mittee to report during the present 
session of the assembly. 


The recommendations' made by a 
special committee of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce on amend- 
ments to the workmen's compensa- 
tion law, were contained in a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Gardner, Re- 
publican, Cincinnati chairman of the 
senate insurance committee. 


While numerous changes are con- 
templated by the measure, the most 
Important is that removing the 
states monopoly in workmen's com- 
pensation insurance bv permitting 
concerns carrying their own risks 
and paving compensation direct to in- 
jured workmen, to reinsure those 
risks in liability insurance 
compa- 
nies. The state federation of labor, 
it is understod, will make a determ- 
ined fight against the bill's passage. 


Governor Donahey yesterday sign- 


ed the Bender bill when makes it 
second degree murder to furnish- 
ing liquor to persoris causing their 
death. He vetoed a bill by Repre- 
sentative Evans of Cleveland, pro- 
hibiting the sale of unstabilized rags 
to Industrial concerns for employes 
to wipe their hands on. He asserted 
the measure was unworkable. 
iT Senator Burke, Republican, Elyria,

would have the state levy an Income 
tax under a bill he introduced in the 
senate yesterday. 
Taxes ranging 


from one percent on anual incomes 
-between $2,000 and $4,000 to sis per- 
cent on those of more than $16,000, 
are provided in the measure, the pro- 
ceeds to be split three ways, the city 
or township where collected, to re- 
ceive 50 percent and counties and the 
state 25 percent each. Exemptions 
of $500 for single persons, $2,000 for 
married persons, and $200 for chil- 
dren under 18 or the totally disabled 
and contemplated.

RAID A GUED 


Hearing in Klan Case 


Has Not Proceeded Be- 
yond Preliminary Stag- 
es in Springfield. 


Springfield, O., Feb. 
21 —After 


ruling that property seized under the 
search warrants on the raid made In 
the Klan headquarters last week 
must be returned, but that property 
seized under the warrant for the ar- 
rest of Wm. Cortner, klan kleagle 
was legally held, Judge Golden C. 
Davis in police court Wednesday an- 
nounced tha* the preliminary hear- 
ing of Cortner should proceed. The 
ruling means the search warrant Is 
invalid. 


Springfield, Fbb. 21.—Confidence 
\vas expressed today by counsel for 
both the defense and the state as the 
preliminary hearing of the case of 
W. M. Cortner, kleagle and organ- 
izer of the local Ku Klux Klan, 
charged with riotous conspiracy, en- 
tered on its second day in the police 
court. 
Long before 9 am. the time set 
for resuming the hearing, arrived, 
th© court room in the city building 
was filled with spectators and th© 
crowds waiting in the hallways and 
about the city building were even 
larger than yesterday. 
Interest in 
the case Is Intense. 
The hearing Is still in its prelim- 
inary stages. The first matter to be 
taken .up this morning is the dispo- 
sition of a motion of the defense for 
return of property seized by police 
in the raid on Klan headquarters 
•FeBruary 13 whfen 'Cortner was ar- 
rested. This motion will be decided 
on the 
proposition 
whether 
the 
search warrant used In entering the 
headquarters was Issued legally. This 
proposition was argued all during 
the afternoon session of court yes- 
terday. 
Several new witnesses have been 
subpoenaed for the state, it was an- 
nounced this morning. Among them 
are George E. McCord, superintend- 
ent of the public schools and Arthur 
B, Bland, an official of the Indiana, 
Columbus and Eastern traction com- 
pany. Several other subpoenaes are 
to be Issued by the state, but the 
names of the witnesses will not be 
disclosed until the witnesses appear 
in court, it was stated. 
First 
intimation 
that the state 
would endeavor to bring the Fulton 
school case into the proceedings was 
received with the appearance, in the 
court of Mont C. Hambright, clerk 
of the common pleas court, with the 
papers of the case in his pocket. 
The Fulton school case is a matter 


of recent months and involves the 
efforts of the members of the board 
of education to establish an all col- 
ored school in the Fulton district. 
Officers of the Civil Rights Protec- 
tive league (colored) sued the board 
asking for an injunction to restrain 
the transfer of pupils in or not of 
the district on the basis of race or 
color. The court granted the injunc- 
tion. During the pendency of the 
case, the colored residents estab- 
lished pickets around the school and 
considerable feeling was aroused. 
.A number of persons were arrested 
on charges of rioting in connection 
with the picketing, but the cases 
were finallv dismissed. Just what 
angle tho state expects to follow in 
introducing the Fulton matter is not 
known, but credence was given to 
the report that the matter would be 
brought to the fore by appearance 
of Hambright with the papers. 
Representatives of the department 
of justice were still on hand when 
:ha case was called this morning. 
Yesterday they indicated that th»y 
were here merely as observer?, and 
would take no hand in the procccd- 
ngs.

county, a 
staid Quaker community who sen- 
tenced McKinney expects to right 
the injuries throiigh a formal "retrial 
at which the life sentence will be 
annulled, according to Judge F. C. 
Ctevenger. 


Convicted despite his protests of 
Innocence of the murder of special 
policeman 
Emery 
McCreight, 
at 
Wilmington, February 14, 1922, Mc- 
Kinney, a huckster, was unable in 
the eyes of the jurors to furnish a 
conclusive alibi. 


In tne same court room at Wil- 
mington where McKinney was sen- 
tenced, with the same judge presid- 
*ng, a boy in his early 
twenties, 


Louis Vandervoort, son of a wealthy 
fruit grower of near 
JainestoVn,

Adopts Charter Form 


of Government 


Haskia Tells of Develop- 


ment of New Idea in 


Operating City 


(By FREDERIC 3. HASHES') 


Petersburg, Va., Feb. 21.—When St. 
Paul said "I am a citizen of no mean 
city," he inspired many thousands 
of Americans in many hundreds of 
cities to express their" pride in their 
own home towns, and znay be said 
to have furnished a model for that 
characteristically American, product, 
we know as "the booster.*' In hun- 
dreds of American cities the booster 
meets the traveler at the railway sta- 
tion ready to show him the sights 
and impress upon him the excellen- 
cies of "our town," But all too often 
the booster has been quiet \vhen the 
visitor has asked about the city gov- 
ernment, and has, been forced 
to 


evade direct, questioning by an alibi: 
"You 
know how it is, these politicians 


get hold of the city government, and 
what can you do?' 


That isn't true in Petersburg, and 


it isn't true in the great majority 
of the cities and towns that have 
adopted the city manager form of 
government. 
Here in 
Petersburg, 


and the the same thing- is true in 
other city manager cities, the local 
booster talks first about the city gov- 
ernment and is proud of it, and tells 
what it has done, what it is doing 
and what it hopes to accomplish, ex- 
hibiting quite as much pride in the 
municipal administration as in the 
fact that Petersburg is the biggest 
trunk and bag manufacturing center 
in the United States, or that it has 
the largest export cigarette business, 
or that it has 
an 
extraordinary 


wealth of historic lore. 


It may be worth while to outline 


the history of this newest move- 
ment in municipal government that 
in so many places has changed not 
only the government itself from a 
happy-go-lucky plaything of the pol- 
iticians into an efficient business ad- 
ministration that is the pride of the 
people. 


The form of city government in 


America, speakine generally, was im- 
ported from England along with the 
English titles of mayor and alder- 
man and councilman. Until the dem- 
ocratic revolution led Andrew Jack- 
son in the second decade of the nine- 
teenth century the English model

three or five, commissioners. These 
collectively form the legislative, or 
policy-directing body of 
the 
city, 


while severally each is the head of a 
particular branch of the administra- 
tion—commissioner of finance, com- 
missioner of public works, and so on. 
The plan was improved upon by Des 
Jlomes, and was hailed as the hope 
of the cities. 
It was adopted by 


more than a hundred cities and in 
nearly every instance, so say those 
who have carefully examined the rec- 
ords, rsulted in 
marked 
improve- 


ment and in municipal administra- 
tion. 


But is was soon found out that 


the people in voting for commission- 
ers voted for representatives in the 
legislative sense, that is for the men 
who thought as they thought, and 
not for' persons peculiarly qualified 
for administrative 
work.

would happen that in one election a 
banker would be elected commission- 
er of public health, and a barber com- 
missioner of public finance, and, both 
would attempt to conduct their of-
